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MOROCCO.

Tuere is a striking similarity 
between recent events in Morocco 
und the situation in Crete that led 
to the evacuation of the island by 
the Turkish troops in 1898 and to 
its virtual loss to the Ottoman Em- 
pire. Once again it is an instance 
of the apparent inability of a Mo- 
hammedan Power to respond to the 
demands of orderly government in 
times of peace, and:its deficiencies 
have to be made good by one or! 
more of the European Powers. 
There were complications in the 
conditions obtaining in Crete in 
1898 that are absent from Morocco, 
to-day. but the history of Candia 
during the earlier part of September 
of that year is repeated in the for 
tunes of Casablanca. There was 
the same sudden outbreak on the 
part of Mohammedans ; the British 
Consulate was burned to the ground, 
a hundred British troops were kil- 
Jed or wounded and then the town 
was hombarded by the British fleet. 
The difficulties of the French in 
Casablanca have been no less serious, 
and they were handicapped by an 
insufficiency of men-of-war on the 
spot. There was the same organiz~ 
ed attack on the part of the trihes- 
men, and the French Consulate was 
called upon to stand a regular siege. 
‘As far as the sequence of events can 
he followed at the present moment, 
it would appear that the original 
disturbance was confined to an 
attack on one of the last days of 
July by tribesmen on the tram- 
ways and harbour-works, when a 
number of European employees 
were killed. The  * survivors ” 
reported to have been conveyed 
after this event to Tangier must 
have been the remainder of the 
foreigners engaged on these works. 
From that moment the three tribes 
took possesion of the town and 
then turned their uttention on the 
Consulate quarter. Here something 
in the nature of the siege of the 
Peking Tegations on minor 
scale must have ensued, as we 
learn that the attacks, after 
extending over some seven days, 
calminated in a grand assault on 
August 7. Fortunately four French 
cruisers arrived in time, and the 
Consulates were saved. A pitched 
battle took place subsequently 
outside the city and resulted in the 
rout of the tribesmen. The town 
is now in the hands of the French 
Admiral and a fateful epoch has 
been reached in Moroceo’s history. 

Whatever fate may now be in 
store for her she is unable to 
plead that the arbitrary interference 

















order. An unsettled condition of 
affairs that has culminated in the 
existing anarchy dates hack for 
several years and formed a basis for 
the Anglo-French Convention of 
April 1904, hy which Great Britain 
recognizes the right of France, in 
view of her dominant position in 
the trade of Morocco, to take part 
in the administrative, economic, 
financial and military ‘reforms of 
the country. British” interests are 
daly safeguarded and it is stipulated 
that no new fortifications that might 
command the Straits of Gibraltar 
are to he allowed on the Moorish 
coast. This convention was followed 
hy an agreement on the same lines 
between France and Spain, and it 
seemed ax if the peaceful develop- 
ment of Morocco under French 
tutelage was assured. At this point, 
however, the action of Germany 
destroyed such anticipations, and 
the negotiations that led to the 
Algeciras Conference gave the 
Sultan of Morocco an opportuni 
of which he was not slow to iy 
himself, to play off one Power 
against another. The condition of 
the country hax since reflected the 
divided counsels of the European 
Concert. Apart from the aetivity 
of the Pretender, Raisuli, whom the 
Sultan had heen compelled to. re- 
move from his Governorship of 
Tangier in response to the demands 
of a long-suffering European com-| 
munity, continued tomake his prox 
imity to Tangier unpleasantly 
felt. During a brief Jul in hi 
activity occurred the murder of Dr. 
Mauchamp at Marakesh, which led 
to the occupation of Ujda by French 
troops. Before this incident has 
been closed diplomatically, we have 
the capture of Ki . 
Maclean, the Sultan's Minister of 
War, and the massacre of Europeans: 
at Casablanca. The state of Morocco 
could —xearcely become more 
hopeless : and the inability of the 
Sultan to maintain order in his own 
dominions and to protect the lives: 
of foreigners resident in his country 
must he held to justify even more 
definite measures of control than 
were contemplated by the Algeciras 
Convention. 

The report that the British Vice- 
Consul at Mazagan has sent an 
urgent demand to Tangier for a 
steamer indicates that the present 
disorder threatens to spread to other 
ports. In these circumstances 
France should experience little 
difficulty in obtaining the authoriza- 
tion of the Powers to undertake, in 
conjunction with Spain, whose in- 
terests in Moroceo are second to her 
‘own, the organization of the 
country. Fortunately the outlook 






























































of foreign Powers has allowed her

Looking hack upon the 
istory of music so far as we may 
trace it categorically, we find that 
it falls roughly into three broad 
periods : the formative period from 
Guido of Arezzo in the four- 
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a 





teenth century, virtual inventor of 
the diatonic scale, to Bach and “ the’ 
well-tempered clavier ” in the late 
seventeenth and early eighteenth : 
the great classical period from Bach 
and Handel to Mozart and Beet- 
hoven : and the romantic from Beet 
hoven to Wagner. These divisi 

obvionsly somewhat arbitrary and 
can be taken only for general 
convenience, since each period far 
overlaps the other. Becthoven, for 
example, is quite us much the first 
of the romanticists as the last of the 
classicals : Gluck in the eighteenth 
century foreshadows y of 
Wagner's ideas : and Berlioz, also 
in the first half of the nineteenth 
century was condemned for the 
same ambitions, though with far 
less justice, as those which secure 
Strauss’s laudation in the twentieth, 
The dividing line which the name 
of Wagner marks is haziest of all 
and could scarcely be said to 
denote a period—since Brahms, 
Tschaikowsky and Verdi were all 
living and) producing music of 
widely different characteristics for

‘A glance at Wagner's methods 
reveals the danger now confronting 
music. Assuming that. the ‘world 
has seen the golden age of absolute 
drama, absolute poetry and absolute 
music, his theory was that the next 
step in art would be a combination 
of all three, mutually dependent, 
for the pourtrayal of action, deseri 

tion and emotion. Logically speak 
ing it is an artistic injustice to 
Wagner to give extracts from hix 
operas in the concert room, though 
we may be thankful that we have 
the excuse in doing so of hix own 
example. But here the greatness of 
his musical genius has blinded his 
imitators, or successors ax they may 
prefer to be called, at once to the 
danger of imitation without the 
genius, and to the obvious limit- 
ations of music, upon which they 
attempt to force the representation 
of the whole trio, emotion. descrip 
tion and: action. ‘To speak of the 
philosophy of this piece of music, 
or of that, may be an excellent 
metaphor, but it cannot he an 
interchangeable term, as the same 
masic, even when reinforced by 
the most. elaborate analytical 
programme, must present different 
ideas to different temperaments. 
There is a story of Liszt that when 
he was asked to explain what he

WORKING THE EDUCATION 

DEPARTMENT.

This will be quite legal, becaure 
the item will be included in the 
Appropriation Act, which will overrule 
the Act of 1870 ; but Mr. Balfour con- 
tends, nevertheless, some reason, 
that it was utterly irregular. ‘The 
money is apparently to be spent on 
tndetiominational training colleges for 
teachers, and at the same time grants 
to new denominational training colleyes 
are to be refused or restricted. Mr. 
McKenna frankly acknowledged that 
it would be more regular to. effect 
the proposed changes by means of 
Bill, and that the ernment declined 
to adopt this more regular method be 
cause the Honse of Lords would pre 
bably, at the bidding of the Leader 
the Opposition, throw ont the Bill. Si

OFFICIAL CHANGES. 

H.E. Chéng Teb-chuan, acting 
Governor of Heilungkiang (formerly 
Tartar General) has been impeached by 
Censor Yang Chieh-san for various 
reasons, and Viceroy Hsii Shih-chang 
hhas been ordered to investigate into 
the charges impartially. It is stated 
that H.E. Hsii has already recom- 
mended his councillor, Chou Sha-mao, 
(Teo Ch'an-chan) to be Acting Governor 
after the removal of H.E. Chéng. This 
would make the third appointment to 
the post of Acting Governor of North 
Manchuria since the réorganization of 
the Three Eastern Provinces in May 
last. The first was that of Taotai 
Tuan Ch'ih-kuei, who lost his post 
only fifteen days after his appoint- 
ment. No good purpose is gained by 
these constant changes of high author- 
ities in the provinces, They cause 
Chinese officials to regard all appoint- 
ments as precarious, and destroy any in- 
centive there might be to effect good for 
the Government and people. Instead 
of this, their one idea is to recoup them- 
selves for their outlay in obtaining the 
posts, 

SUSPECTS. 

Under orders of Major Yang in 
charge of the Tientsin detective force, 
the Chineso detectives have arrested « 
suspect named Chéng Yu on board « 
certain steamer at Tongku and escorted 
him to the military secretary of H.E. 
Yuan for trial yesterday. The suspect 
is said to be an able lieutenant of the 
revolutionary leader, Sun Wen, alias 
Sun Yat-sén, who has dispatched many 
smart young men to North-China to 
spy out the movements of high Mancha 
and Chinese authorities in Peking and 
Tientsin.

To these adverse influences was

Besides such immediate causes trade 
felt the inevitable effect of the flooding 
of the country with a token coinage, 
a step referred to in last year's 
report, True it ix that the belated 
restriction of the coinage of ten-cash 
pieces to 1,000,000 a day delayed 
the slump; till the winter, but 
the continued output of Japan-prin 
cash and dollar notes steadily  drov 
up the cost of necessaries faster than 
the working classes could get thei 
wages advanced. The result hax been 
that lower tael prices for imports have 
been more than offwet by the higher 
cost of the tacl expressed in cash and 
that the natural enhancement of the 
gold prices of exports due to exchange 
has been agyravated by the rising cost 
of living to the producers.

EXTORTION HY A MIXED COURT RUNNER. 

‘Tsang Kung-yang, employed at the 

ixed Court axa runner, was charged 

with attempting to extort the sum of 
$10 from a native named Tsu Lih-sze, 
an opium shop, No. 374 North Che- 
kiang Road, on the noon at 8th instant, 

Mr. M. 0. Springfield said that a 
case had been brought before the Court 
the previous day, from Sinza Station, 
in which a woman concerned in the case 
was ordered to be returned to her! 
home on condition that her brother 
signed a bond. Her brother was taken 
bya Mixed Court ranner to the opiun 
shop, No. 374 North Chekiang Rond, 
and there the runner dewanded $10, 
ing that was the usual amount  p 
able for preparing a bond. Mr. Spring- 
field pointed ont that the official fee for 
preparing a bond was fifty cents. 

The complainant, Tsu Lih-sze, stated 
that the runner told him that $10 was the 
amount usnally paid for preparing a bond. 

Sergeant Johirson gave evidence that 
he found the complainant and the ran- 
ner together in the opium shop. He: 
took the complainant hefore the Mixed 
Court Magistrate and then, by the 
Magistrate's orders, went back to the 
opium shop to find the runner. On 
arriving at the opium shop he found 
that the runner had gone away, but 
eventually arrested him in North Che- 
kiang Road and a warrant was applied 
for in due course. 

Mr. Springfield pointed out that it 
was an extraordinary thing that the 
Mixed Court should iransact its official 
business in an opium shop, and asked 
that the Magistrate would take steps to 
see that in fature all business of this 
nature should be transacted in the 
Mixed Court offices, He further 
pointed out that the proprietor of the 
opium shop was s Mixed Court runner. 
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‘The Magistrate ordered the runner 
to be dismissed from the service of the 
Court.

THE COMPOSITION OF

‘The principle on which the Police 
Force of the International Settlement 
is organized, appears to us sound. It is 
that the bulk of street work is done by 
Indians and Chinese; their work being 
supervised and checked by European 
constables and sergeants; the latter 
patrolling and the former walking beats 
fo arranged as to control the Tudian 
‘and Chinese beats. ‘The responsible 
work is in the hands of Europeans. 

For ordinary police duties supervi- 
sion is necessary, and it is not desirable 
that the number of Sikhs in the Foree 
shonld be too preponderating : we 
recommend that the Indian branch of 
the Force should for the present consist 
of 450 to 500 and the European 
branch 225 to 250 sergeants and 
constables, and that ax any future 
increase beoomes necessary this 
proportion should be maintained, 














Thongh he ix useful for traffic regula- 
tion, when properly supervised, and 
‘other road ork, there are duties for 
which the Sikh policeman is of little 
good. He is no detective, and he in| 
not fitted to walk the many narrow 
alleys and courts in the native quarter 
which must be policed. There are other 
beats also which can be as well walked 
by Chinese as by Sikh constables. The 
Chinese are considerably less costly, and 
on consideration we are of opinion that 
700 Chinese may be employed without 
risk to the efficiency of the Force.

interpreters at the stations. At present 
the interreting is done by men selected 
from the ranks of the Chinese; these 
are coolies an elementary’ know- 
lodge of Pidgin English. 

There should be attached to each 
station an educated Chinaman who 
‘a conipetent interpreter, and be should 
attend in the charge-room to interpret 
when ordered to do so by the inspector 
or in his absence by the sub-inspector 
or senior sergeant at the time in the 
station. 


THE penkerivE BRANCH. 

The Detectisje branch is composed of 
‘8 Chief Inspecgor, one inspector, eleven 
sergeants and/constables, two Japanese 
nd forty-fivy: natives. ‘These, with the 
exception of; the Japanese, are recruited 
from the uryiformed branch. The num-

PROMOTION, 


Promotion to the rank of inspector 
should be made from amongst — the 
members of the Force at the time the 
vacancy occurs. We think this should 
be done invariably unless there is some 
commanding reason for a different 
course, — Sub-inspectors should be 
chosen from amongst the first-class 
sergeants, 

The promotion to sergeant from the 
rank of constable is a matter which 
requires the attention of the Captain- 
Superintendeyt. The present system, 
if carried ont, seems to us satisfactory 
but we are not satisfied that the merits 
of w constable as a zealous and efficient 
Policeman always receive sufficient re 
cognition. Tt is possible that a man 
way pass gond examinations in police 
work and Chinese and lack the eharwe- 
teristies whi 
We recon ten report 
from or whom a constable 
has served be submitted to the Captain- 
Superintendent for his assistance, 

In this connexion we may express a 
strong wish that the system of sgood 
conduct badges should be restored. 
must have a good effect, especially if 
carrying additional pay, in. stimulating 
the men by an appeal to their pride or 
their purse, 




































OFFICERS. 


The officers ut the present 
should he the Captain-Snjerintepdent 
and two deputy superintendents. ‘Th 
two ofticers will perform the du 
allotted to them by the Capt 
intendent. They shonld be of equi 
rank and their pay shonkl be coumen- 
surate with their position ina force of 
some 1,500 men, Pay at the rate of 
Tis, 400 rising to Th. 500 « month 
with the usual allow sto ns a 
minimum having regard to the pay. in 
other departments and the cost of 
living in Shanghai. It is hopeless to 
expect to retain the servives 
unless they are properly paid. 


TRAFFIC MANAGEMENT. 


There is no doubt that there ix great 
dissatisfaction with the way in whi 
traflic is managed, and in our o 
prompt measures should be 

‘The present inspector sh 
from the duty of inspecting 
his attention directed whol 
management of traffic, for which he has 
been engaged : he must further be sup 
plied with a sufficient staff to enable 
him to carry ont his duties, 

In the regulation of traffic careful 
selection of the men on point duty ix 
necessary; they should always be 
Europeans or Sikhs, never Chinese. 
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cost. 

‘The reorganization of the Police 
Force cannot be accomplished without 
‘a considerable cost. Some of the ex- 
penditure is a capital expenditure and 
some recurring. Both must be fond. 
The provision of new and. the improve- 
ment of existing accommodation will 
no doubt be considerable, The re- 
curring expenditare is mainly in sala 
ries ; it will probably amount to not less 
than Tls. 150,000 per annum. This 
is no doubt a heavy increase in our! 
normal expenditure, but we imagine 
that the ratepayers, when they asked for 
this committee, knew that it was certain. 
It isan increase of abont thirty-three 
per cent of the amount in this year’s 
budget, and if an efficient Police Force 
can be obtained for that sum we do not 
imagitte that it will be gradged. 


CONCLUSION. 


We have reported on the matters 
}which have come before us in the course’ 
of our inquiry and have male sugges 
ys and recommendations where it has 
peared desirable. As a result of our
